Seen By Lord 


The great assee of the north, ot | 
course, is its minerals, of which we} 
have only scratched the surface, The 
Laurentian shicld runs pretty well} 
from Hudson Bay to the east bank of | 
the Mackenzie. At present, owing to! 
the cost of transport, only the more 
precious metals can be profitably 
tained. No man can say what de- 
velopments thers are in store in the 
future, but the indications are that 
they will be very great, As for base 
Inelils, there are indications of a 
Rreat Wealth of copper right up to 
the Arctic shores, 

But indeed it is idle to speculate. 
All we cun say is that the whole of 
the Canadian Barrens are probably 


Vest mineral treasure house. 

Development dspends wholly upon 
transport. This will depend partly 
on river steamers, but principally 1 
think upon the air, At present ain 
fransport is expensive and the future 
ef the porth depends upon its chcap- 
ness, This again depends upon the 
Jocal development of oil, T am in- 
clined to think there is a great future 
for ofl in the Abasand and Bitumont 
areas near McMurray, and the Im- 
perial ofl wells north of Fort Norman 
are already producing for local con- 
sumption. 

Tf the oll-bearing capacities of the 
north can be developed there is no 
reason Why air transport should not 
he greatly reduced in price, There is 
no country in the werld where, ow- 
ing to the innumerable waterways, it 
is safer both in Summer and Winter. 
In any case it looks as if the north 


would be of supreme importance in 
the air, since, if the Atlantic air ser- 
vices are established, the Europe 
mails for China and Japan will go by 
the Mackenzic 

The vision I have of the future of 
the north is of a large number of 
smallish industrial centres in’ close 
touch with civilization by radio and 
the air, The Winter climate on the 
whole is much milder than in’ the 
prairies. Such centres would have 
all the decent appurtenances of civil- 
ization in the shape of frequent 
mails, i properly varied food supply, | 
and medieal attention, Heavy plant 
and heavy ores would go in and out 
by water, but the main form of 
transport would be the air, The 
work of the signals in providing 
meteorological information is already 
excellent and, with proper meteor- 
ological advice, flying in the north 
bably made safer and more

Hard To Realize Now 


That Canada Was Once Hotter Than 
The Tropics 

The climate of Canada, 400,000,000 
years ago, was hotter than tropical, 
Dr. Madeleine Fritz will tell you, 

Dr. Fritz sat at “her desk in the 
Royal Ontario Museum of Paleon- 
tology recently, «and talked about 
things which, by a paradox, are so 
old they are news. Between three 
and 400,000,000 years ago, coral reefs 
abounded around the southwestern 
fringe of Ontario; sponges lived in 
the seas washing over Hamilton and 
erinoids, or sea-lily-like  shell-fish, 
flourished on the present site of 
Peterborough, Dr, Fritz looks coolly 
back through the acons. The prairie 
provinces are about the driest places 
in Canada at present, but a mere 
50,000,000 years ago they were swept 
by a vast inland sea. 


Outside her office she shows you 
reconstructed skeletons and other 
reptiles—-half the size of strect cars 
and larger--that swam the lagoons 
and battled on the swamp shores of 
central Alberta in a vanished age. 
She shows you also that giant club 
mosses and horse-tails which grew in 
the lush tropical bogs of the Cape’ 
Breton district 200,000,000 years 
now are the coal you burn in your 
furnace, 

Dr. Fritz is one of the directors of 
the Museum of Paleontology the 
ich of science whieh deals with! 
sil remains or traces of animals 
and plants found embedded in certain 
rocks of the carth’s crust.

Edmonton News Letter.

EDMONTON, February 26th.— 
A deficit of $1, 500, 000 to be added 
to the net 1937-38 shortage of $500,- 
000 for a total of $2,000,000; a cost 
of $100,000 for the Social Credit 
Board, new taxation totalling about 
$800,000; and increased allowances 
for the members of the legislature 
themselves—those were the chief 
features of the 1938-39 budget which 
was brought in last week by the 
Alberta government and is being 
debated in the house this week. 

Close to $1 1000, 000 i is being lop- 
ped off the province's contribution 
to unemployment relief. Capital 
provision for agricultural relief is 
being decreased by almost $400,000, 
But the money provided for the 
education department, headed by 
Premier Aberhart as minister of 
education, is being increased by 
$170, 000 over last year, despite the 
premier's assurances that the enlarg- 
ed school districts mean economies. 

Of the Social Credit board’s $100, - 
900 appropriation, $11,000 is pro- 
vided for the daily ‘‘subsistence al- 
lowances” which Chairman G. L. 
MacLachlan and the other four 
Social Credit M.L.A.’s pay them- 
selves as members of the board in 
tddition to their indemnities, An- 
ther $15,000 goes for the propa- 
ganda pamphlets which the board 
issues through its ‘public relations” 
lepartment,” and still another $15,- 
300 is allotted to ‘‘printing, station- 
2ry and office supplies.” Travelling 
+xpenses in the various categories 
tre listed at $20,000 because under 
the Social Credit Act the members 
f the board have authority to ‘‘visit 
tiny part of the world” in search of 
someone who knows something 
tbout Social Credit. And $6,000 is 
provided for the salary of one man 
the board did find who said he knew 
tbout Social Credit—L. D. Byrne. 
Uhe rest of the $100,000. total is 
made up in miscellaneous items for 
‘he Social Credit board, the public 
relations branch and the provincial 
:redit commission. 

The members of the legislature are 
to donate an extra $200 to them- 
selves, making a total of $2,000 for 
sach member each session, providing 
the budget is adopted. It has, of 
sourse, been approved by the Social 
Credit caucus, and so is expected to 
ride through the house itself on the 
Social Credit majority's steamroller, 

The phrase ‘‘Social Credit’ did 
not appear even once in Provincial 
Treasurer Solon Low’s budget 
speech. There was the usual refer- 
ence to the hope for a new economic 
system, but the budget itself was so 
tacking in anything resembling the 
theories of Social Credit, or anything 
‘Ise of a non-capitalistic nature, that 
one commentator suggested that the 
premier must have hunted up Ortho- 
fox Anonymous again to write the 
budget and the speech, 


It was expected that the caucus’ 


yovision in the budget for a $200) : 
for next year, it was voted. 


increase in each member's indemnity 
would have the effect of wreeking 
the resolution by A. E. MacLellan, 
non-caucus Social Credit member 
from Innisfail, that all indemnities 
and special allowances of private 
members and all salaries of cabinet 
members be reduced by 25 per cent 
in view of the present econoinio 
strain on taxpayers.
